However, a letter dated Ap ril 
13 and delivered via U.S. mail on 
Friday and Saturday to rep orted­ 
ly some 4,000

confusing than revealing. 
The letter discloses that three 
contractors submitted bids for 
the First Street pav ing project 
and points out that Ladd Con­ 
struction Co., of Ladd, put in 
the lowest of the three bids and 
also that Ladd’s bid was $11,000 
less than the second lowest bid­ 
der. 
The “ Dix onites for Lindquist” 
reasont 
“ By reason of bidding and winn­ 
ing the 
First 
Street 
contract, 
Ladd Construction Comp any had 
no restrictions on sources of gra­ 
vel. sand or concrete m aterials, 
and we can only p resum e Ladd 
Construction Comp any p urchased 
their concrete from Rock River 
Ready Mix because (a) they were 
able to deliver the concrete in 
the volume needed and as re­ 
quired, and (b) the p rice for con­ 
crete was ex trem ely comp etitive 
to m ake it p ossible for Ladd Con­ 
struction Comp any to p roduce the 
low bid, saving the city about 
$11,000.” 
Wow! Do they really m ean that 
the other twTo firm s were not able 
to benefit by p urchasing these 
m aterials from Rock River Ready 
Mix and therefore their bids were 
$11,000 and $15,000 higher than 
Ladd’s? 
The nex t 
question Is 
why 
would not the other two con­ 
tractors, Trompeter of Sterling 
and Weatherby of Ottawa, hav e 
been able to buy 
these 
ma­ 
terials from Lindquist and off­ 
set the alleged adv antage which 
Ladd enjoy ed by doing business 
with Rock Riv er Ready Mix ? 
On the answer to this question 
m ay not hang conflict of inter 
est, but, rather, unfair business 
p ractice. 
The letter also states that Mr 
Lindquist, his family and associ­ 
ates in no way own or op erate 
Ladd Construction Co. 
The letter argues no conflict of 
interest ex ists because Ladd sub- 
mited a low bid; that Ladd was 
free to p urchase m aterials from 
whomever 
it chose, 
and 
that 
Lindquist interests neither own 
or op erate Ladd. 
We do not wish at this late 
date to pursue the matter fur­ 
ther, but tests of ownership or 
mangement do not ex haust the 
range 
of possibilities 
of how 
control ov er a business may be 
ex ercised. 
We wish “ Dix onites for Lind­ 
quist” had seen fit to sp ell out 
these ideas earlier so we might 
have had engaged in 
a full ex ­ 
change of ideas with them.

Why this was so had to 
wait for fu rther adv ances in sci­ 
ence. u ntil the day when radiu m 
was discov ered and the phen­ 
omenon of radioactiv ity u nder­ 
stood. 


It was then fou nd that the lead 
deposits of Joachimsthal were ac­ 
companied by significant amou nts 
of

It began when it was discov ered 
that radiu m wou ld glow of its i 
own accord in the dark.

Regardless o f who y o u are fo r, it is the duty o f ev ery 
citizen to go to the po lls and v o te to mo rro w. 


This newspaper has sincerely tried to present o ur 
v iews. There were o nly a few issues that we felt were 
o f great eno ugh impo rtance o n which to co mment. 


First, there was the city co uncil’s purchase o f new 
parking meters that eliminated penny parking, and to 
this newspaper, an impo rtant issue because it affected 
the do wnto wn merchants, the o wners o f the buildings, 
and the sho pping public. 


Do wnto wn Dix o n pay s o \cr 30 per cent o f all the 
(ax es in Lee Co unty . We no w hav e 14 empty sto re build­ 
ings. We simply think it beho o v es the co uncil to do all 
within its po wer to help instead o f hinder the buy ing 
public and the merchants. 


If a sho pping center were built o utside o f to wn and 
a majo rity o f the sto res fo ld up and clo se — then y o u, 
the ho meo wners o f Dix o n will ha \e to make up the dif­ 
ference in tax es. 


An edito rial abo ut parking meters was printed back 
on J an. 17 . No thing was do ne in any way to co rrect the 
situatio n until abo ut o ne week ago , when the present 
co uncil, in ev idently a guilty feeling and mindful o f elec­ 
tio n, sneaked in o ne penny meters at ends o f sev eral 
blo cks. East Mo line, much larger than Dix o n, has o r­ 
dered all o n-street parking meters taken o ut o n acco unt 
o f requests fro m 6 0 merchants, to fo restall a sho pping 
center. 


Ano ther issue, and it really is a “ principle,” is that 
the present may o r has apparently had co ntro l o v er the 
co ncrete fo r all the streets in Dix o n. Again, we simply 
believ e in fair play and think that he sho uld practice the 
go lden rule, which say s “ Do unto o thers as y o u wo uld 
hav e them do unto y o u,” which is a little o ld fashio ned, 
we guess, in this day and age. 


The o ther issue was that the incumbent may o r, after 
telling ev ery o ne, including Mr. Ho fmann, that he was 
no t go ing to run, then changed his mind at the last min­ 
ute and decided to seek a third term. The may o r o penly 
stated two y ears ago that this was why he was so bitter­ 
ly against William J . Sco tt, in the race against Mr. Per­ 
cy . Hizzo ner repeated the same statement to this writer 
sev eral day s after returning fro m that first Alaskan 
trip, and befo re he changed his o wn mind. Alaska seems 
to thro w so me peo ple o ff co urse a little bit. 


As has been the custo m, we do no t inject any new 
Issues o r allo w candidates o r o thers to do the same, in 
fairness to all inv o lv ed — unless so me last minute ro ar 
back wo uld arise that we felt was either unfair o r un­ 
scrupulo us. 


We hav e printed letters to the Peo ple’s Co lumn that 
certainly we do no t relish reading, and we feel at least 
a few peo ple think we try to be fair fo r do ing so . When 
a newspaper takes a stand fo r what we think are ho nest 
co nv ictio ns, we are bo und to incur criticism. Ho nest 
criticism is go o d fo r us all. 


Regardless o f who is elected to mo rro w, this news­ 
paper will nev er hestitate to stand fo r what we think is 
go o d fo r all the peo ple. 


We wo uld alway s rather go do wn in defeat fighting 
fo r a principle than to win and be a sanctimo nio us 
hy po crite.

Children

more readily than adults. It is 
not uncommon for a child with 
a sore throat to hav e a tem per­ 
ature of 104 degree. Ev ery fe­ 
v er in an infant is not neces­ 
sarily a sign of an infection. 
Cry ing may send an infant’s 
tem perature 
up 
two 
degrees 
with a return to normal a min­ 
ute or two after the cry ing 
stops. 
, 


Although fev er helps the body 
to fight an infection, it is wise 
to bring the tem perature down 
within one or two degrees of 
normal because fev er produces 
profuse sweating and leads to 
dehy dration. 
Because 
a 
pro­ 
longed fev er of 104 or 105 de­ 
grees may also lead to conv ul­ 
sions, sponge baths to bring the 
tem perature down are often the 
best way to stop an infant’s 
conv ulsions. 


In older children, fruit juice 
and candy hav e been found to 
be ex cellent remedies for fe­ 
v er as they replace the fluids 
and 
the 
energy 
lost 
through 
sweating and the production of 
body heat. This treatm ent is 
most effective if it is started 
before the fev er has caused a 
marked loss of appetite. 


Q—Is it harmful for children 
to eat snow that has just fal­ 
len? 
A—Ev ery 
snowflake 
contains 
a speck of dirt around which 
the water cry stallizes and ev ­ 
ery child eats his prov erbial 
peck of dirt but I don’t adv ise 
it. Gather up a panful of fresh 
snow and warm it ov er a low 
flame so y our children can seq 
for themselv es how murky it 
is when 
melted. 
Q—If, after a bout of rheu­ 
matic fev er, a child dev elops a 
heart murmur, can he ev er lead 
a normal life? 
A—Although a murmur occur­ 
ring after rheumatic fev er is 
most likely caused by damage 
to a heart v alv e, y our doctor 
should make sure the m urm ur 
is not a functional one and of 
no significance. 
If 
the 
child 
really has rheumatic heart dis­ 
ease y our doctor should ascer­ 
tain its sev erity and take steps 
to prev ent further damage. This 
entails taking prophy lactic doses 
of antibiotics or sulfa drugs for 
sev eral y ears. 
With skillful treatm ent many 
of these children can lead a 
fairly 
normal 
life—the 
girls 
may m arry and raise a family 
and the boy s may engage in al­ 
most all normal activ ities ex ­ 
cept such sports as football, 
hockey , box ing and wrestling. 
If the disease is so sev ere that 
activ ity must be greatly re ­ 
stricted, an operation on the 
damaged heart v alv e—ev en aft­ 
er many y ears — may 
restore 
normal or nearly normal func­ 
tion.
